Inauguration of Mayor Walter A. 
Sims, who begins a second term as 
the city’s chief executive; adminis- 
tering the oath of office to three al- 
dermen and 12 councilmen; the may- 
or’s annual message to‘ council; ap- 
pointment of councilmanie commit- 
tees, and elections of mayor pro tem 
and provisional mayor pro tem for 
1925 will be highlights of the first 
meeting of the 1925 city council at 
7:30 o'clock tonight. 

In addition to the mayor and coun- 
cil members, heads of nine depart- 
ments, elected in December, take of- 
fice today. With the exception of F. 
B. Florence, who succeeds Marvin P. 
Roane as city tax collector, all depart- 
ment heads will succeed themselves. 

New Faces in Council. 

Four new faces will appear in 
council, while the aldermanic board 
will have a new member. New coun- 
cilmen will be: C. G. Allen, of the 
second ward, who succeeds J. A. 
Beall; Charles L. Chosewood, of the 
third, who takes the place of J. J. 
Greer; T. C. Morris, of the fifth, 
who was elected to the place left va- 
cant by Councilman J. Allen Couch’s 
election to the aldermanic board, andl 
Frank H.» Reynolds, of the eighth, 
who succeeds James L. Wells. 

Carl Dolvin, who will begin his reg- 
ular term as alderman from the Tenth 
ward today, was elected by council 
several months ago to fill the unex- 
pired term of I. N. Ragsdale, and 
, had served since that time. Mr. 
Couch simply removes frum his coun- 
cilmanie seat to the aldermanic seat 
left vacant by retirement of Foster 
I.. Hunter. 

Start New Terms. 

Other members of council who siart 
new terms are Alderman W. B. 
Duvall, of the first; Councilman IK. 
KF. Pennington, of the first; Council- 
man C. J. Vaughn, of the fourth; 
Councilman Harry York, of the sixth; 
Councilman Wylie L. Moore, of the 
seventh; Councilman C. D. Knight, 
of the ninth ; Councilman W. Gar- 
land Cooper, ‘of the tenth; Council- 
man W. M. Johnson, of the eleventh ; 
and Councilman W. E. Saunders, of 
the twelfth. The three aldermen were 
elected for three-year terms, while 
two years is the length of terms to he 
served by councilmen. 

City officials who start 
terms this morning are: W. A. Han- 
sell. chief of construction; W. H. 
Johnson, city warden; F. B. Florence, 
tax collector; W. EK. Harwell, city 
marshal: James L. Mayson, city at- 
torney; Be Graham West, city comp- 
troller: Robest G. Turner, city elec- 
trician: C. J. Bowen, building insperc- 
tor, and J. H. Ewing, Jr., city treas- 
urer, 

A number of city officials already 
have posted bonds, and taken the oath 
of office. Indications are that there 
will be few changes in the personnel 
of any departments. 

Mayor’s Message Important. 

Unusual importance is attached to 
the mayor's message this year, as he 
has indicated that he will advocate a 
number of important civic improve- 
ments, and also will discuss practical- 
lv every important problem now faced 
by the city. 

Chief among his recommendations. 
it is understood, will be one favoring 
reduction of the number of council 
members to 18, with one councilman 
from each ward. and an alderman to 
represent every two wards. He will 
not. however, favor a change in the 
form of city government.

PAR GLEARANLE

Success in High Courts 
Would Not Mean That

The recent decision of the United 
States court in Atlanta in favor of 
the Federal Reserve bank in the par 
clearance litigation means that banks 
members of the Federal Reserve bank 
are required by law to remit at par 
for checks drawn on themselves, but 
does not, after all, mean that all 
checks will be cleared at par, even 
though the higher court should sus- 
tain the decision, 

The public generally

Prevents Double Charge. 

The par-clearance clause of the fed- 
eral reserve act is intended to prevent 
a double collection charge on cheeks 
in many instances, and prevents any 
charge at all in many other instances, 
it was explained by officials of both 
the Federal Reserve bank and banking 
institutions.

WALKER SIDESTEPS 
ELECTION TANGLE 


Bennett-Boifeuillet Con- 
troversy Must Be Set- 
tled by Courts, Governor 
Indicates on Return. 


— 


That the courts must determine 
which of the two claimants, John T. 
Boifeuillet or O. R. Bennett, is the 
rightful member of the Georgia pub- 
lie service commission, became a cer- 
tainty with the arrival in Atlanta 
Sunday of Governor Clifford Walker, 


who has just returned from a fishing | 


trip in Savannah. 

Governor Walker said that 
matter was one for the courts 
settle and that at this time he did 
not care to discuss the controversy, 


inasmuch as it is a personal matter 
between the two claimants. 

But when and how the controversy 
will reach the courts is at present a 
problem. Bennett arrived at the 
capitol Thursday and took his seat 
in the same office occupied by Col. 
Boifeuillet, who contends that he is 
stil commissioner. Both claimants 
since that day have assumed the at- 
titude of “watchful waiting,” both re- 
maining in the same office each day, 
and each claiming that he has the 
authority to exercise the duties of 
commissioner. Neither has signified 
his intention to take the matter to 
the courts. This attitude, it is said, 
is takem because .if either takes legal 
action. it will be tantamount admis- 
sion that the other is commissioner, 
and the petitioner will place himself 
in the position of an “outsider.” 

Mr. Bennett contends that he is 
the rightful commissioner by virtue 
of his election to office in November.

Increase of $1 a Day in 
Wages Is Refused to 
5,000 Men. 


Chicago, January 4.—Five thousand 
coal teamsters and truckers voted late 
today to walk out tomorrow as a pro- 


test against the refusai of the Chicago 
Coal Merchants’ association to con- 
sider the granting of wage increases 
to the men. 

As a result, the employers said to- 
night, Chicago faces a situation that 
threatens to cripple the city indus- 
trially, close the city’s schools snd 
cause suffering to many thousands. — 

The men, members of the Chicago 
Coal Teamsters’, Chauffeurs’ and 
Helpers’ union and the general Team- 
sters’, Chauffeurs and Helpers’ union, 
had asked for a flat $2 a day increase, 
but yesterday lowered their demand te 
$1 a day, below which figure they 
would not go, they stated.

In Government Needs Curb, 
Says Bruce Advising Party 


Maryland Senator De- 
plores Sectional Appeals 
for Federal Aid as Con- 
trary to Public Welfare. 


(Editor’s Note: Following is the third 
article in the series on the future of the 
democratic party by Senator Bruce, cf 
Maryland, who has attracted national at- 
tention by his criticiam of his own party). 


BY WILLIAM CABELL BRUCE, 
United States Senator from Maryland. 

Washington, Junuary 4.—To_ re- 
eover its lost ground, the national 
democratit party must als» renew the 
old Jefferson emphasis on the value of 
individual initiative to human charac- 
ter and achievement, the benumbing 
and demoralizing influences of state 
paternalism and the importance of 
preserving the proper line of partition 
between the powers of the national 
zovernment in relation tu matters of 
national concern and the powers of 
the state governments in relation to 
matters of domestic concern. . 

Much water has passed under the 
bridge since Jcfferson’s day: that is 
true enough. The amazing extent to 
which intercourse between all parts 
of the United States has been facili- 
tated by modern invention, the strug- 
ile between the north and south over 
the issue of state sovereignty in a vital 
respect, the triumph of the north and 
the constitutional sequels of that 
triumph, as well as the extensions of 
national authority worked by the late 
prohibition and «female suffrage 
*mendmentes to the federal constitu- 
tion, have resulted in a centralization 
of power and prestige ig the federal 
sovernment, such as Jefferson, even 
with his remarkable foresight, contd 
never have anticipated. 

Other Influences Potent. 

Other potent infliences also have 

been at work to give a more or le. 


socialistic tinge to the thoughts and 
purposes of a large element of our 
American population, but with a few 
cautious extensions into the pro- 
vinces of popular education and be- 
nevolent relief, the soundest political 
pLilosophy in the world today is still 
that of Thomas Jefferson; and it is 
now, as it always has been to a true 
democrat, what marrow ig to the 
bones of the human structure. 

This philosophy, however, seems to 
be unknown to, or to have been for- 
gotten by, thousands of voters who 
call themselves, with more or leas 
doubtful claims to the name, demo- 
crats. Especially is this true in the 
remoter west, where state background 
is lacking, where the sovereign statics 
of today were but yesterday on!y 
public lands or territories under the 
tutelage of the federal government. 
and where the idea of looking to that 
government for public administration, 
assistance and patronage has, in con- 
sequence, become deeply rooted. In 
certain regions of the west, when gen 
eral nisfortune in any form—wheth- 
er by flood. or drought, or a de- 
pressed wheat market—overtakes the 
community, its first thoucght seems 
to be to turn to Washington for aid. 
as if Washington had rome mazgical 
agency, like Aladdin’s lamp or 
medieval alchemy, by which it can 
comman‘ all the gold that is craved 
of it by one region of the country 
without imposing an unjust burden 
of taxation for the benefit of that re- 
gion upon the rest. 

Hits McNary-Haugen Bill. 

Of the spirit of the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill, now pending in congress, 
which proposes to have the federal 
government appropriate some $200.- 
000.000 a year for the purpose of ar- 
tificially boosting the nrice of wheat, 
is but a single illustration.

power; even though some of its past 
results should be deemed irreversible. 


COTTON PRODUCTION

ducing weevil damage the following 
year. As yet, a relatively small per- 
centage of cetton planters practice 
this. Im many sections of the south, 
climatie conditions prevent early fall 
plowing of stalks as a weevil-control 
measure. 

“There is need for a cheaper poison 
than calcium arsenate at the present 
market price for the benefit of the 
marginal producer of cotton, 

Soil Fertility Depleted. 

“Many cotton-producing areas in 
the south show serious depletion of 
soil fertility, due primarily to one- 
crop farming. There is need for reor- 
ganization cf farm practice in the cot- 
ton belt to the end of restoring s«il 
fertility and eliminating some of the 
hazards of the single crop farming. 
A wider use of legumes and better 
land drainage would prove of great 
benefit.” 

In discussing the labor problem, the 
report says that “Due to a steady mi- 
gration of cotton belt negroes to in- 
dustrial centers of the north and east, 
there has developed an acute labor 
shortage in this region of the United 
States. Alabama, Florida, Georgia 
and Mississippi perhaps have lost 
more heavily of negro labor than any 
of the other states. In 1922-23; 478S.,- 
700 negroes are g&timated to hare 
migrated from the south. This migra- 
tion still is under way. 

Production Cost Discussed. 

The report discusses the cost of 
producing cotton. 

“Figures on cotton production costs 
vary widely,” it says. ‘“Phe determin- 
ing factor is rate of yield per acre. 
The available data shows that this 
cost runs from $1.45 a pound for lint 
for yields of 20 pounds of lint and 
under per acre, to 9 cents a pound 
for yields of 500 pounds und over. 

“Cheaper cotton from the stand- 
point of production costs will be pro- 
duced in the south when per acre 
yields aré increased, and not neces- 
sarily through an increase of acreaze 
planted to the staple. The present 
tendency, however, is toward an in- 
creased acreage rather than toward 
increased yields per acre.” 

World Situation Analyzed. 

In addition to a discussion and an- 
aylsis of production problems, the re- 
port analyzes ihe world situation with 
respect to production and demand, 
end indicates to what extent foreign 
covernments have been led to make 
an effort to stimulate production of 
eetton in other lands. 

The point is brought out that there 
ig no juet cause for apprehension that 
foreign countries will greatly encroach 
upon the established American indus- 
try of producing cotton in the very 
near future, and that it is wholiy 
within the power of this country to 
forestall such competition.

cannot be overlooked without grave 
financial consequences, owing to the 
pressure of foreign anti-Italian inter- 
ests.” 

Praises Mussolint. 

The Impero, addressing Mussolinl, 
says: “You solemnly promised in 
the chamber yesterday what fascism, 
namely Young Italy, of today and 
tomorrow has. been awaiting for 
months—the inexorable chastisement 
of a bestial enemy and the courageous 
defense of the fascist revolution, per- 
sonified in you. You dramatically re- 
peated the cry of the tragic hero: ‘If 
there is sin in fascism, [ wish that 
all my virtues may knee] before that 
sin.” 

“The sin of revolution cannot be 
tried hy contemporaries, only history 
can give her verdict, and history’s 
name in not today, nor will it be to- 
inorrow, Sturzo, Atbertinia, Amen- 
dwa, Turati.”

In a nutshell the par-clearance de- 
cision makes it illegal for federal re- 
serve banks to collect from the de- 
positor of checks on banks not mem- 
bers of central clearing houses the 
one-mill exchange tax supposed to 
cover costs of collecting the currency 
from the banks upon which drawn.

It 
does not prevent non-clearing house 
banks upon which checks are drawn 
from charging the accounts upon 
which such checks are drawn another 
“service” for remitting the funds to 
the original deposit bank. 


And thus it does not prevent a 
wholly unjust penalization of both 
business and consumers who feel the 
necessity of transacting mail order 
and other trade transactions by 
means of bank checks. Therefore, 
the decision is of little avail, and is a 
weak and feeble hope for ridding 

‘the trading world of an unreasonable 
and unjustifiable penalty. 

Valid checks on banks ought to 
pass current at par just as a treasury 
note—paper money—passes at par. 
The latter is a check on the treasury 
of the United States, payable in gold. 
They both occupy the same positions 
as mediums of exchange. There is 
no sense nor justice in charging 
“service” expenses against the one. 


The fact is, banks are repositories 


ty for other people’s money—for the 


funds of their respective customers 
—and these funds they turn over in 
loans. from four to six times a year 
at legal rates of interest, according to 
their own accruing account. They are 
supposed to perform a “service” to 
their customers for that privilege. 
It is disappointing to the public 
that it is not to have the service of 


‘out of $9,000 jobs, but they might 


return to their law-offices or other 
avocations and at least earn enough 
to keep the wolf from the door. 
The fact is, nearly three years ago

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


WHATEVER EXPOSURE 
MAY BE. 

Here is a query which brings up a 
question about which most of us are 
badly confused. 

Please tell me whether it is inju- 
rious for a girl of 18 to go about on 
cold and windy days with her coat 
wide open over the throat and chest. 
She claims she does not feel cold and 
that going about in that manner will 
not harm her? Be 


And here is the answer I gave, 
which I believe is the truth: 

On the contrary it is a general rule 
of health, applicable to everybody at 
any time and in any circumstances, 
that the less clothing worn the better. 
You say the girl feels comfortable 
with her coat open that way. I as- 
sume she is not feeble minded. I 
should consider it all right for her 
health if she found it comfortable to 
go barefooted all winter or to Godiva 
tor that matter, 

Come on, now, and show me if I 
am wrong. 

Recently the health commissioner 
of a great city, whose public health 
teachings I ventured to dispute, said 
in reply: ‘Infection with either bac- 
teria or virus does not explain every 
case. Certain body changes plus out- 
side influence may be important fac- 
tors. Until the mechanism of the 
production of a cold is definitely 
known, my expression ‘undue ex- 
posure,’ such as that involving exces- 


sive chilling of the body, may be 
correct in that it serves to induce a 
cold.” In other words, a leading pub- 
lic health guardian bases his attitude 
and justifies his teachings by assum- 
ing that something not definitely 
Known “may be correct.” This sani- 
tarian’s argument strikingly reminded 
me of a communication I received 
from one of the foremost therapeutic 
authorities a few years ago when J 
ventured to question his textbook 
teachings on the use of alcoho] in 
medicine. This famous physician said 
in reply: 

“I have not a copy of the tenth 
edition at hand. But in the eleventh 
edition on pages 64 and 65 the ap- 
parent contradiction will, I think. 
seem clear. It is quite conceivable 
that alcohol acts as a stimuwant upon 
other functions of which, as yet, we 
know very little, as, for exampie, the 
ability of the body to iesist infection. 
Scientifically alcohol does act as a 
depressant. I am sorry that this di- 
vergence exists.” 

This great medical teacher, then, 
recommended’ the use of a two-edged 
weapon because of some possible ef- 
fect 't may have on functions of 
which we know very little, although 
he acknowledged it depressed or im- 
paired functions which we know are 
vitally concerned in resisting infec- 
ion, such as the circulation. 

I say the query about the girl with 
the open coat brings up a_ subject 
about which most of us are confused. 
Not only are we hygienists confused 
about it. but the sanitarians, the 
physicians and the laity are confused.

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GERMAN CABINET 
SEEN AS MIXT 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


Berlin, January 4.—The new reichs- 
tag will convene tomorrow, faced by 
a political situation that is as confus- 
ing to the German people as it is bewil- 
dering to the foreign onlooker, the re- 
cent elections having?’ indicated that 
Germany by no means ts at the end of 
her violent political struggle. 

The two extremes of monarchism 
and communism have become smaller 
than in the previous parliament, The 
communist delegation has been reduced 
from 62 to 45, and the Ludendorff na- 
tional-socialists from 32 to 14. But 
no party has anything like a majori- 
ty, and even the parties that seem 
most alike cannot command a clear 
majority. 

Socialists Block Coalition. 

It seems obvious, therefore, that to 

effect any sort of government that will 


command a safe majority, there must 


be a mixing of elements that ordinari-' 
Or, if that proves im-| 


ly do not mix. 
possible, things might carry on for 
awhile longer under a minority gov- 
ernment which enjoys the benevolent 
neutrality of a powerful non-govern- 
ment group or groups. 

The thing that naturally came to the 
minds of the’ politicians first was: 


Stresemann government, which in the 
new reichstag would be supported by 
G9 centrists, 51 people's party dele- 
gates and 32 democrats, and which 
could count on the benevolent neutral- 
ity of 131 socialists. This idea was 
no sooner put forward, however, than 
it was shattered by the positive state- 
ment of the people’s party that it 
would consider remaining in the gov- 
ernment only if the coalition were ex- 
panded to the right, that is, to in- 
elude the German nationalists. 

Death Blow to Cabinet. 

That settled the fate of the Marx- 
Stresemann cabinet, for the present 
at least, for the democrats, who had 
fought the nationalists bitterly, could 
not see their way clear to work side 
hy side with avowed monarchists. antt- 
Semites and anti-internatiofialists. As 
it was Stresemann’s peo party 
which had thus broken up‘the exist- 
ing government, President Ebert put 
it up to Stresemann to find the solu- 
tion.

POSTAL BILL VETO 


Claim for Land 
Worth $250,000 


Miami, Fla., January 4.—A widow, 
who has been earning her living as a 
dishwasher in a Philadelphia hotel, 
has fallen heir to property worth 
$250,000 in Princess Park, a suburb 
of Miami. 

She is Mrs. Olivia Mae Elssler, who 
was the wife of John A. Elssler of 
Philadelphia, who inherited half of 
a 40-acre tract here. The other half 
went to his sister, Elmina C. Elssler. 
Before his death three years ago, Joha 
Elssler gave a quit claim deed to his 
sister, who executed a trust agreement 
whereby she was to sell the land and 
divide the proceeds with her brother's 
wife. The property is now valued at 
$500,000 

According to the complaint filed 
with Miami attorneys, the sister re- 
fused to carry out the agreement after 
her brother's death, and Mrs. Flaslér, 
deprived of means of support, went to 
work as a dishwasher in Philadelviia 
while the case was carried tLrough 
the Florida courts.

BISHOP NICHOLSON 
RAPS CheDAL ROWS 


Chicago, January 4.—-Cooperation 
of all Christianity in “an attack upon 
the great. outstanding sins of human- 
ity and the c-reat moral problems of 
the generation” was urged by Bishop 
Thomas Nicholson, of the Detroit area 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, in 
his address tonight before the Sunday 
Kivening club. 

“For a long time the church eup- 
posed that the world was to be made 
really Christian by saving individuals 
one by one,” said Bishop Nicholson, 
“but we are coming more and more 
to see that the social life, the political 
and industrial life must be saved if 
the individual is ever to have a fair 
chance. We are not talking about a 
Christian world in the technical sense 
which might seem to imply the ex- 
elusion of cooperation on the part of 
those .great forces which make for 
similar ideals, but which do not call 
themselves specifically Christian. If 
we are going to realize Isaiah's ideal 
of having our people take their direc- 
tion from the mountain of Jehovahs 
house, having them peat their swords 
into ploughshares and their epears 
into pruning hooks, having nation 
cease to lift up sword against na- 
tion and if we are to teach the pev- 
ples to learn war no more, then we 
must unite Protestant, Catholic and 
Jew in the cordial support of those 
great fundamental religious and mor- 
al principles on which they all agree.” 

Bishop Nicholson referred to the 
enormous cost of the recent war and 
declared that “surely a Christian civ- 
ilization’ must fiad some better way

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Editor of History of Women 
Here To Prepare Sketches 
Ot Mrs. Felton, Col. Tate

Mrs. Elizabeth Murry 


Shepherd, Historian and 
Globe Trotter, Also To 
Write of Stone Mountain. 


Hailing Georgia and the south as the 
garden spot of the world, Elizabeth 
Murry Shepherd, poet, orator, histo- 
rian, globe trotter and feminist, reg- 


istered at the Atlanta Biltmore hotel 
Saturday in preparation for biograph- 
ical sketches of two of Georgia's most 
picturesque and best-known figures— 
Mrs. W. H. Felton, of Cartersville, and 


Colonel Sam Tate, of Tate. 


While in Georgia Mrs. Shepherd will | 
write a history of the Stone Moun-| 


tain memorial. Incidentally, she is| 
editor-in-chief of the “International 
History of Women,” which will be a 
chronicle of achievements of women of 
all countries in all ages. She has 
just returned from a two-year tour of 
the world, in whick she was the guest 
of rulers and high government offi- 
cials in all parts of the globe. 
History Is Started. 


Mrs. Shepherd has begun work on 
the history with a corps of men and 
women historians from all sections of 
the world as coauthors. The work 
will depict the advance of civilization 
from the woman’s point of view, and 
will tell of the part woman has played 
in epoch-making periods. 

“Tt is up to woman to prevent a 
more disastrous and gruesome war 
than the world conflict which bathed 
Europe and the rest of the world in 
blood in 1914,” Mrs. Shepherd said. 
“Woman has been at the base of all 
wars, and before man made a chattel 
of her, she wa8 his social equal, there 
were no wars, democracy prevailed in 
the world, and all was right. 

“As she was pushed to a lower lev- 
ed than’ man. strife was brought on 
the face of the world, and wars for 
power and bloodshed were scattered 
abroad. Woman is now coming into 
her own. She is being made again the 
equal of man, and peace should reign 


again. 
Wars Will Cease. 

“J. therefore, am predicting that 
when woman has again ascended to 
a place of equality with man, wars 
will cease. I favor the league of na- 
tions and the entry of the United 


States into it as n means of further- 
ing peace. I do rot believe world 


peace can be gained in a day. 

“Man-made histories for man are 
numerous, but there is no real his- 
tory of woman written either by man 
or woman. Three efforts have been 
made to give such a histcry to the 
world, but thew are incomplete anda 
inadequate, 

“Alexander’s history, published tn 
1789, and a second by Nichole in 
1852. are in the congressional library 
at Washington. Petween these, May 
Mays in 1803 made the only attempt 
by a woman to chronicle achievements 
of her own sex in the ‘Female 
Biography, or Memolrs of Illustriors 
and Celebrated Women of All Ages 
and Centuries.’ 

Book Out of Print. 

“This latter book is out of print, so 
the world has no history of her 
gallant, brave women, no record of 
their heroism or self-sacrifice, except 
what man has chosen to give her,” 
Mrs. Shepherd claims. 

“While a girl at Northwestern 
university, I conceived the idea of 
writing a history of women. I be- 
lieve 1 shall succeed,” she said. 

Napoleon said that “history is a 
collection of les agreed upon.’ Mrs. 
Shepherd says that the ‘International 
History of Women’ will be the bare 
facts of the history of the great wom- 
en of the world. 

“Cleopatra, generally thought of as 
a dallving, free-and-easy medium be- 
tween the unsophisticated girl and the 
pr. per matron, will be portrayed as 
the ingenuous leader of the armies of 
her country, a diplomat and a benev- 
olent ruler. The mothers of Napoleon, 
Lincoln, and Julius Caesar were big- 
ger and greater than the men them- 
selves, according to Mrs. Shepherd's 
philosophy. 

Toured World for Data. 

Mrs. Shepherd has viewed the 
Sphinx and the pyramids of Egypt; 
she has been the guest of Kintaro 
Kaneko, of Japan, personal friend of 
Roosevelt; she was a guest of Car 
ranza at Mexien City when he was 
assassinated; she has plied ocean 
paths, crossed deserts, braved natives 
in “uncivilized and un-Christian” lands 
in order to collect data for the work 

While doing this, she has contribnt- 
ed to leading magazines and periodicals 
in many parts of the world. She 
speaks English, Spanish. French. Ger- 
man and Italian. 

“T am sorry to learn of the illness 
of Dr. Sun Yat-Sen. I was a quest 
of the noted Chinese leader, and met 
his charming wife, who was educated 
at Wesleyan college at Macon, Ga. 
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He is a great leader. and was wonder- 
ful to our party,” Mrs. Shepherd said. 

Other notables in the limelight of 
the world’s current history whom Mrs. 
Shepherd has. met and visited are 
Premier Mussoligi, of Italy, and Ko- 
rekigo Takahashi}, premier of Japan. 


Will Addrese Council. 


Mrs. Shepherd wii] speak before 
the International Council of Women 
which will meet at Washington in tne 
spring. The council meefy every five 
years, and holds sessions in the United 
States on an average of once every 
30 years. The council is composed 
of Federated Women’s elubs, union¢ 
and other women’s organizations. It 
was organized in 1888. 

About 15,000,000 women in the 
United States are affiliated with the 
organization and there are about 35,- 
000,000 members in the world. The 
Marchioness of Aberdeen, whose hus- 
band formerly was governor general 
of Canada and lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land, is internatioual president. Mrs. 
Philip North Movre, of St. Louis, 
formerly president of the Federation 
of Woman's clubs, is president of the 
organization in the United States. 

Mrs. Shepherd is a daughter of the 
late Senator Frank Murry, of Iowa. 
She has family connections in many 
parts of the United States. She plane 
to visit a brother, Nicholas Murry. 
of Alabama, while in the south.
